Misinforming Public Opinion 


CCORDING to a recent poll by Fortune magazine, 66 
percent of the American people are either poorly 
informed or uninformed about the Soviet Union. 
An editorial on Tuesday in Roy Howard’s New York 
World-Telegram and other Scripps-Howard newspapers 
| gives a typical example of how most of the American press 
; gives a biased and inaccurate picture of Soviet affairs. 


This particular editorial, on Stalin’s V-J Day address, 
10 used the damning-with-faint-praise approach rather than 
f°: the usual anti-Soviet bludgeon. It even commended Stalin’s 
1 “statesmanship.” 

E. But the principal point of the editorial was that 
Tec Stalin had acted unilaterally in asserting the claim of

+e Islands: It criticized “Stalin’s habit of ignoring the reality

ot course, Secretary of State Byrnes made it clear 
later the same day that Stalin had not acted unilaterally 
at all, but that the Soviet Union’s Pacific claims had been 
discussed and agreed to at the Yalta conference. 


Roy Howard’s predicament would be amusing—if 
this technique of condemning the Soviet Union first and 
getting the facts later were not so characteristic of the 
American press. 


It cannot even be said that most of our big news- 
papers proceed on the ‘assumption that the Soviet Union 
is to be considered guilty until proven innocent. 

For there is rarely an admission of their error when 
they are clearly wrong in their conjectures on Soviet policy 
and intentions. They just go on blithély from one editorial 
fantasy to another. 

Here is a major problem in Soviet-American relations. 
There is hardly a more important obstacle to lasting 
_ » friendship-between these two giants of the United Nations 
than the persistent and unrelenting anti-Soviet campaign 
in our press. 

And for Americans of good will there are few chores 
more important than telling our newspaper editors that 
they would appreciate more facts and less prejudice on 
the Soviet Union. :
